INCE Senate Bill 3358 was introduced it has 

provoked quite a little tempest of opposition, 
which it deserves well enough, since it attempts to 
cure the gambling evil in the same fashion as the 
humorist who assured his public that he had a sure 
cure for a sore throat—an ax. Among the organi- 
zations which have let Congrses know of their op- 
position are the Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
(through Spencer Drayton), the National Associa- 
tion of Thoroughbred Breeders, the Horsemen's 
Benevolent and Protective Association, the ‘Thor- 
oughbred Club of America and comparable organi- 
zations, and several groups of ‘Lurt writers. 

The objections are well founded. The bill in 
its present form (the text was given in THE BLoop- 
Horse last week) is a sort of blunderbuss which 
would shoot at a snake and kill a cow—a very pro- 
ductive cow. It would effectively prevent the dis- 
semination of pre-race news through legitimate 
channels, and probably would fail utterly to halt 
the flow of information to illegal users, that is, the 
handbooks. If this is to be the method used, it 
appears grossly unfair that the application of the 
proposed law is specifically limited to racing. 

We are in accord with the various objections 
which have been made. However, it appears to us 
that the people in racing have an obligation which 
goes beyond the plain process of objecting to the 
bill as it stands. They have an obilgation to offer 
constructive criticism, to provide Congress with 
suggestions to which they would say yes, 

This obligation they have undertaken through 
their various pronouncements of opposition to off- 
course betting and to the legalization of off-course 
betting on the races. 

In view of these pronouncements, the present 
full-scale investigation of crime and its sources of 
revenue offers a challenge to the sincerity of the 
race track operators, the racing commissioners and 
other organized groups which have put themselves 
on record as disapproving oflf-course betting, legal 
or illegal. If racing wishes to have the public and 
the lawmakers understand that it is genuinely in- 
dependent of, and opposed to, off-track betting, 
then it has an obligation to offer what it considers 
effective counter-proposals, instead of its unhelpful 
reiteration of no, no, no, no. 

Gambling, as every informed citizen knows, has 
been one of the world’s greatest and most difficult 


problems for many centuries. “The answers do not 
come easily, because laws in themselves are not 
enough, even if they were written by a congress ol 
wizards. But racing traditionally has occupied an 
extremely privileged position insofar laws 
against gambling are concerned. It is held legal 
in situations where virtually all other forms of com- 
mercialized gambling are held illegal. In order to 
maintain this special recognition, racing needs to 
demonstrate positively its willingness to be helpful 
in the suppression of off-course wagering. 

But how? ‘To be sure, we don’t know the an- 
swers to the problem with which generation after 
generation has wrestled unsuccessfully. Neverthe- 
less, the obligation lies upon us to try again and 
again. 

Hence we again call the attention of people in 
racing to what appears the most acceptable and 
helpful section of the bill now before the Senate. 
It provides that the common carriers—that is the 
telephone and telegraph companies—shall keep lists 
of their subscribers who transmit and receive the 
information service on racing, along with addresses, 
and that the lists shall be kept open for the inspec- 
tion of Federal, state, and local officers. 


Will someone in racing be willing to express 
approval of this section? Will any important or- 
ganization be willing to suggest the addition of one 
other section which would give local officials, for 
the first time, a genuine means of enforcement? 
Here is the challenge. 

It appears to us that the bill would be of tre- 
mendous value if the objectionable sections are 
killed, the section requiring lists and addresses re- 
tained, and one other section added. 

This additional section should provide that the 
premises of those who transmit or receive pre-race 
information should be open to the inspection of 
appropriate officers. 

Such a provision appears quite in keeping with 
established legal tradition. A bank examiner walks 
in and examines records without a search warrant. 
A health officer goes into the kitchen of a restaurant 
without a search warrant. ‘The officer who would 
inspect the premises of a recipient of the wire 
service need not be empowered to make an immed- 
iate arrest; he needs only the power to observe and

Gorman Roots In a Winner; 


A Fence Goes Up in Jersey 


New York 

You may remember that last year, when 
Middleground ran to his victory in the 
Hopeful Stakes and, as far as the Exper- 
imental Free Handicap is official to the 
2-year-old championship of the season, 
his saddle was tenanted by one David 
Gorman, a 24-year-old rider from Jamaica, 
L. I. Gorman proved himself a very cap- 
able rider but he had one habit which 
was fatal to his career: He ate every day, 
sometimes two or three times, and he can 
currently make about 140 pounds in full 
riding tack. 

Since he had an aversion to falling on 
his head from a height he did not take 
up steeplechase riding, but enrolled in the 
school for racing officials which Marshall 
Cassidy has put in at the New York 
tracks—and a very good thing the school 
is, too—and has been engaged to work as 
a patrol judge at the Arlington and Wash- 
ington Park meetings this year. 

June 10 was, so to speak, his gradua- 
tion day, though this school confers only 
a verbal diploma and graduates are not 
required to appear in mortarboard and 
gown. Gorman was finishing his schooling 
in the patrol judge’s stand at the finish 
line with Myron Davis putting on the last 
touches. 

Late that afternoon a named 
Middleground turned into the stretch for 
the Belmont Stakes, at the heels of a 
named Hill Prince. You are to 
remember that Middleground was the best 
horse Gorman had ever ridden, for though 
he was up on Assault it was after the 
great days had passed. It is to be feared 
that Gorman temporarily forgot his school- 
ing. 

Davis 
was asked later.

ISOLATION. The recent action in New 
Jersey, apparently taken at the request 
of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protec- 
tive Association, to refuse to accept the 
entry, in claiming races, of horses not 
stabled at the grounds, aroused a very 
faint but not entirely favorable reaction 
here.

would be no comment here. But it is only 
a step from this sort of bar to the one 
which Detroit—under its previous man- 
agement—used some years ago, to keep 
any kind of horses from shipping in for 
a particular race and then shipping out. 

You can see a species of logic in the 
New Jersey horsemen’s approach. They 
support the meeting, they say, and they 
feel that they are entitled to the purses. 
If a man chooses to race on another cir- 
cuit, the argument continues, let him stick 
to it, and not try to work both sides of 
the street. The action arose, as you prob- 
ably can see, from a habit New York 
trainers had of studying the New Jersey 
condition books and shipping in for 
“spots.” Usually the invader had a pretty 
good chance, or he wouldn’t have been 
vanned down. 

The difficulty with this thinking is that 
it assumes that the meeting is being run 
for the stable area, and wastes no thought 
on the customers in the grandstand. These 
are entitled to see the best horses that 
the track can muster, from whatever 
source. If any ban on shipping in gives 
them weaker or smaller fields, the race 
track itself will eventually suffer, and this 
is in turn passed on to the stable area in 
the form of smaller purse distribution. 

Perhaps what I’m trying to say, too, is 
what I have said about native-son races 
in California and Florida and elsewhere. 
This is that racing should try its hardest 
to remain a national sport, without arti- 
ficial barriers, and without shaving the 
dice for the home forces. Discrimination 
in one area often provokes retaliation in 
another, and in the end nobody wins, 


STEEPLECHASE. When the Tom

A Moral Record for “Noor 


Time records are deceptive. Whether a 
horse ran downhill, uphill, or was shot 
from a cannon is not apparent to the 
casual observer of the world records. But 
accepting them for what they are, Rich- 
ard Kaplan, Asheville, N. C. Turf. re- 
searcher, has proved mathematically that 
the world mark for 184 miles rightfully 
belongs to *Noor after his victory over 
Citation in the San Juan Capistrano Han- 
dicap, on March 4, 


When *Noor downed Citation by a 
nose in new American record time of 
2:5245, the world record stood at 2:523%, 
and was held by the South American 
Buen Ojo. Buen Ojo’s official record was 
in the Gran Premio Jose Ramirez, at 


Montevideo, Uruguay, on January 8, 1922, 

Mr. Kaplan, who has more than the 
minimum requirement of curiosity, re- 
membered that most races in South Amer- 
ica are run over metric distances. Buen 
Ojo’s distance was 2,800 meters, a little 
more than 53 feet short of 134 miles. A 
difference of 53 feet would have made a 
time difference of about a second. Thus 
*Noor, whose official time was a fifth 
slower than Buen Ojo’s, not only went a 
full 184 miles. but he also made _ better 
time at the 2,800-meter mark than _ his 
South American predecessor. He should 
be given his rightful due, says Mr. Kap- 
lan. The new record for *Noor will be 
included in Mr. Kaplan’s history of the 
Turf, on which he is now working.

Sleeping Sickness 


A total of 4,037 cases of sleeping sick- 
ness (equine encephalomyelitis) were re- 
ported from 37 states last year, according 
to the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 
This was more than twice the number 
of cases reported for 1948. The average 
mortality (60 per cent) was the highest 
for any of the preceding 14 years of the 
survey conducted annually by the Bureau 
of Animal Industry. 

The high mortality rate resulted largely 
from an outbreak in Louisiana, which had 
more than 37 per cent of the number of 
cases reported for the whole nation. “An 
undetermined number of cases were be- 
lieved to have occurred in wild or un- 
herded horses in Avoyelles and Point 
Coupes Parishes in Louisiana,” the report 
stated. 

Peak months for the occurrence of the 
disease are June, July, August, Septem- 
ebr, and October. August is the worst. 
On the basis of the production of virus- 
control serum, the BAI estimates that 
about 340,000 animals each received two 
doses of serum last year. Twenty-eight 
animals were reported to have contracted 
the disease despite vaccination. Thirteen 
of them died of sleeping sickness. 

There was a decrease in the number of 
cases in the South Alantic area (Dela- 
ware, Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida). There were increases in other 
areas. The number of cases (horses and 
mules) reported in the principal Thor- 
oughbred breeding states: Ohio—0; Illi- 
nois—122; Maryland—1; Virginia—9; 
Florida—82; Kentucky—8; Tennessee— 
0; Texas—127; Washington—1l; Oregon 
—52; California—256; New York—Q0; 
New Jersey—3.

Is Suggested 


For some months David Novick. an 
experienced research economist who has 
bred a few Thoroughbreds as a hobby 
and a sideline business, has been toying 
with the idea of setting up a Thorough- 
bred business service which would com- 
bine the analysis of general economic 
factors with the analysis of financial in- 
fluences within racing and breeding. On 
Saturday, June 17. he made the sugges- 
tion in public for the first time, in an 
address before the Thoroughbred Club 
of America at the Lafayette Hotel in 
Lexington. 


He called attention to the fact that 
racing was alone. among businesses in 
which individuals and corporations invest 
millions of dollars. in that it has no 


specialized service analyzing and _ inte- 
grating financial trends. He noted the 
Dow-Jones Index. the Dun and_ Brad- 


street Ratings 
commented: 


and similar services. and 


“There is every indication that there 
are comparable tools for the horseman 
available in the data on Thoroughbred 
activities and the statistics of business. 
Preliminary review of the major indica- 
tors of horse racing and breeding activ- 
ity ... indicates that there are some clear- 
lv identifiable inter-relationships. and that 
some of them may be correlated for 
purposes of prediction. Similarly. there 
seem to be reasonably clear relationships 
between race horse prosperity and de- 
pression and the indicators of business 
activity—prices. wages, consumer credit, 
national income, retail sales, inventories. 
etc. Most important, there appear to be 
some reasonably good correlations which 
would permit as good a basis for pre- 
dicting future trends in horse racing as 
in other business activities.” 
little need for the breeder 
to discuss the yearling market of 1950. 
Mr. Novick said. since the necessary 
decisions in that connection had to be 
made in 1947. when he was_ booking 
mares for the 1948 season. “I think we 
can use a ‘Yardstick’ for measuring the 
economic factors necessary for making 
such decisions.” 


There is 


The speaker pointed out, however, that 
vearling prices. for instance. do not sim- 
ply follow current economic trends. In 
the last three years nearly everything 
has gone up in price except race horses, 
and the trend in racing has been down- 
ward. The same thing happened. he said. 
in the late 1920°s. There is. however. 
he noted. “an almost perfect correlation” 
between the number of yearlings and the 
price of yearlings. This is not simply 


a matter of spreading a similar amount 
of money over a large number of yearlings. 
but spreading less 


money over more 
yearlings. 
“Available data indicate that mutuel 
play moved somewhat like the stock 


market in that they both reached tops 
ir 1946. However, it seems unlikely that 
the mutuels will make a new high in 
1950 as the stock market has done. The 
mutuels did not follow retail trade. which 
piled on top of its 100 per cent wartime 
expansion an 18 per cent increase in 
1947 over 1946 and further growth in 
1948 and 1949. followed by only a small 
decline in 1950. 


“Activity in the mutuel machines shows 
little relationship to Federal expendi. 
tures, since neither the drop in Govern- 
ment spending from 1945 to 1946 nor the 
leveling off in 1948 and 1949 is reflected. 
National income evidently is not a decid- 
ing factor. since horse racing’s income 
did not follow the growing prosperity of 
1947, 1948. and 1949. 

“The fact that people had 22 per cent 
more money to spend in 1949 than in 
1946 and yet put 13 per cent less into 
horse racing in 1949 than in 1946 would 
appear to be an important anomaly to 
be resolved by anyone having a financial 
interest in racing. ... 

“An analysis of more than fifty gen- 
eral economic indicators shows that mu- 
tuel play responds to only a few of them. 
and even in those cases the relationship 
can he determined only by critical an- 
a'ysis of each one and a careful study 
of their inter-relationships. . . . 

“A quick glance at these figures (pop- 
ulation, weekly earnings of industrial 
workers, consumer prices. retail 
national income. consumer credit) shows 
thet while everything else went up. mu- 
tuel play went down. Wages increased by 
23 per cent while prices went up 32 per 
cent. In other words. although 1945’s 
$50-a-week worker made $61.50 in 1949, 
his groceries and clothes which cost him 
$30 in 1945 cost him $39.60 in 1949. Even 
so, since rent and mutuel tickets did 
not go up he still had an extra $1.90 for 
the race track—if he wanted to spend 
it there. 

“He probably wanted to go to the races 
in 1949 just as much as in 1945. But in 
seme cases he could not go because the 
ten million increase in population meant 
habies and someone staving home with 
the baby. And. in cases when he did go. 
he did not have as much money to spend 
hecause ‘baby needs new pair of 
shoes.” The 70 per cent increase in retail 
sales was partly buying for baby. partly 
price increase. and partly the purchase of 


sales. 


autos. refrigerators. and similar items 
that simply were not available in 
1945. 


“But what about 1951. 1952, and be- 
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Does the general economic pros- 
perity still mean fewer dollars for the 


yond? 


race track? Probably not. Of course, 
if you want to consider the future in 
terms of twenty years, mutuel play will 
go up, if for no other reason than that 
there will be more people. But for 
the more immediate future there prob- 
ably will be just about the same number 
of dollars for racing. maybe a few more. 
Workers will get slightly higher wages 
and consumers’ prices will decline, so 
that there will be some extra money 
to take to the track. Unfortunately, 
some of this was spent this year and 
last in the form of consumer credit.” 

In answer to a question as to the 
probable price of a service which would 
give people in racing the economic in- 
formation on which to base future pol- 
icy, Mr. Novick estimated that a min- 
imum of $12.000 a year would be re- 
quired to gather and analyze the data 
and distribute it along with conclusions. 
If there were as many as a_ hundred 
customers, the service could be pro- 
vided for $120 a year to each. He had 
prepared a mimeographed prospectus 
showing the monthly, quarterly and an- 
nual service to be given. But the speaker 
indicated that he had no intention of 
proceeding with the work unless it turned 
out that it would be self-supporting 
through subscriptions. 

Mr. Novick is now engaged in a re- 
search project for the Rand Corporation 
and has headquarters in Santa Monica, 
Calif. Temporarily he is working at 
Dayton. Ohio.

He proved it on the race tracks, He was 
well named, and every time he ran he was 
likely to blast a track record right out of 
the books. He still shares two track marks. 
in 1947 he dead-heated with See-Tee-See 
in what was then world-record of 1:41%5 
for 1;'; miles, and the same season he tied 
Seabiscuit’s record of 1:49 for one mile 
and a furlong at Bay Meadows. 

There was only one weakness in Ar- 
tillery’s armor. On the backstretch they 
say, ‘No feet, no horse.” but there is an 
exception to every rule, and in this case 
it is Artillery. Despite shelly feet that 
plagued him throughout his career, Artil- 
lery was a lot of race horse. Had he been 
completely sound it is possible the swift 
chestnut horse might have rolled up the 
most impressive record of any runner in 
California. 

Artillery, first son of the great *Ali- 
bhai to enter the stud, stands at Walter G. 
McCarty’s beautiful Rolling Hills Farm, 
in Chatsworth. He was foaled there and 
broken there by aflable Jack Padjan, the 
farm manager, and aside from the race 
tracks it is the only home he has ever 
known. 

Artillery’s first youngsters are yearlings 
now, but because he was still racing dur- 
ing the 1948 season his first crop consists 
of only three foals—two fillies and a colt. 
One of the fillies is out of Jerry Lee. a 
stakes-winning mare in her day at the 
races, and the colt is out of Tenacity, a 
*Bull Dog mare. His second crop is ex- 
pected to number 14. Five had arrived 
when this reporter visited the ranch. 

Artillery himself is still a prize winner 
for looks. Big and perfectly balanced, he 
stands almost 16:3, is as quick as a light- 
weight boxer, and full of fiery tempera- 
ment. His breath-taking speed and _ his 
pedigree should make him an outstanding 
sire, and his youngsters have a look of 
real quality about them. 

Rolling Hills Farm is really one of the 
top Thoroughbred nurseries in California, 
It comprises 160 acres of green pasture 
and white fences. McCarty is president 
of the California Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association, and his home sits atop a 
knoll that commands a view of most of 
San Fernando Valley, where a great many 


of the Thoroughbred ranches in Southern 
California are located. 

In addition to Artillery, he stands the 
stallions Bow Wow, *Castel Fusano, and 
Lassator. You may be hearing a great 
deal more of Bow Wow. Up until now, he 
has been pretty much of a mystery horse. 
He is the sire, as you know, of Shim 
Malone, which ranked somewhere among 
the best California-breds in recent years. 
Shim Malone was good enough to win two 
big stakes in the mud, the California 
Breeders Champion and the San Pasqual, 
both at Santa Anita, but until this season 
he was the only son of Bow Wow to show 
up at the races. 

Already this year Bow Wow has out an- 
other good 2-year-old winner in Muy Alto, 
but there is a better one on the way. His 
name is Teddioso, and Padjan is willing 
to gamble a little that he will be a finer 
race horse than Shim Malone. Teddioso 
is medium sized, with both the looks and 
the breeding to make a top runner. He is 
closely related to Artillery and Shim Ma- 
lone, the best horses produced so far at 
Rolling Hills Farm. 

Teddioso is out of Tediana, by * Teddy, 
the dam of Artillery, and on the whole he 
is the best looking 2-year-old this reporter 
has seen in a long time. He is training 
now at the half-mile track on the ranch 
for his racing debut, which will take place 
some time after Hollywood Park opens 
next month. 

Bow Wow, as you may guess, is by 
*Bull Dog. He never raced, never had a 
chance to establish his class, and Shim 
Malone was the result of an experiment. 
“We had some trouble with Bow Wow at 
first,’ Padjan explained, “but he is per- 
fectly all right now. He has eight regist-

ered foals, and they can run—particularly 
Teddioso. In my book he is going to be a 
lot better race horse than Shim Malone.” 

Unlike Shim Malone, which was a big, 
blazed-faced chestnut that looked nothing 
at all like his sire, Teddioso closely re- 
sembles his daddy. He is a bay, about the 
same size as his sire, and looks like he is 
to come to hand very readily. 

Tediana, of course, is one of the foun- 
dation mares of Rolling Hills Farm. She 
will foal a youngster by *Mafosta this 
spring. The 23-year-old Zida, another 
foundation mare, is in foal to Bow Wow, 
and shortly will have a full brother or 
sister to Shim Malone. 

Padjan breaks the youngsters and be- 
gins their education at the ranch before 
they depart for the race tracks. There is 
a foaling barn that would be hard to sur- 
pass in beauty of architecture. McCarty 
runs 70 head of Angus cattle on the 
ranch. There are even deer roaming the 
green pastures. It is a lovely place, seem- 
ingly well-managed, and there should be 
some excellent horses coming to the races 


from Rolling Hills Farm. 


ROBIN HILL. Only a few miles away, 
in Northridge, is Chet Root’s Robin Hill 
Farm, where Stagehand, an adopted son, 
now makes his home. He always will be 
one of the most popular champions Cali- 
fornia racing has ever produced. He came 
to Santa Anita in 1938 a maiden, and left 
as the only horse ever to win both the 
Derby and the $100,000 Handicap. His 
nose victory over Seabiscuit in the latter 
race was one that will never be forgotten. 
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The Stagehand story has been a series 
of dramatic episodes from the time he 
began winning races, to his magnificent 
double at Santa Anita, to the time he 
became ill at Churchill Downs on almost 
the eve of the Derby, to the time he was 
cut down in the Widener Handicap, and 
to the time when it was almost necessary 
to destroy him shortly after he arrived at 
Robin Hill Farm. 

On April 25, 1949, he was frisking in 
the paddock when he wheeled suddenly and 
fractured his left hind ankle. It seemed 
unlikely that Stagehand could be saved, 
until Dr. John Walker, of Northridge, a 
young veterinarian, was called in on the 
case. He improvised a cast to protect the 
leg, changed it weekly, and at the end of 
six months the ankle had mended. Tell- 
ing it that way. it sounds very simple. 
Actually, the man saved Stagehand’s life, 
although he modestly says “the horse did 
it himself. It was only a question of know- 
ing what he would stand, and Stagehand 
was as game then as he ever was in any 
of his races.” Dr. Walker is rapidly ac- 
quiring a reputation as one of the most 
able veterinarians in Southern California, 
and except that Stagehand’s left hind 
ankle is larger than the others, you would 
never notice the injury now. 

At 15, Stagehand is still strong and 
powerful, big-boned and solid all the way 
through. He has produced a good many 


winners, the best of his get being Stage 
Glitter. His first California sons and 
daughters are now arriving at southland 
farms, and they are typical of their sire. 
L. G. Burns, master of Elobee Farms, has 
a Stagehand filly he says is the biggest 
ever foaled at his ranch. 

Root, who is only 34, became interested 
in Thoroughbred breeding through his 
friend Ed Janss, who owns the Conejo 
Ranch. About three years ago he acquired 
Robin Hill Farm, which is named after 
his daughter. and he makes a specialty 
of boarding outside horses. His starboard- 
er is the 20-year-old Man o° War mare 
War Banner, a full sister to Gas Bag, the 
dam of Thumbs Up. 

At her side is a grand-looking filly by 
Triplicate. She is the first offspring of the 
Hollywood Gold Cup winner, and before 
she was foaled Fred Astaire bought her 
for $5.000 from Jack Oakley. If Tripli- 
cate’s other foals look at all like her, he 
is going to be a bigger success in stud 
than he ever was on the race tracks. And 
that was pretty good.

The French Oaks 


For the Prix de Diane—2.100 meters, 
June 4, at Chantilly—Marcel Boussac’s 
entry of Corejada and Caramida went to 
the post favorites at 2 to 1 in a field of 
24 3-year-old fillies. Corejada, ridden by 
wise old W. Johnstone. took the lead from 
Nuit de Folies midway of the final stretch 
and moved on toward the expected vic- 
tory, closely followed by Ain El Chams, 
Diana. and Blue Kiss. 

Then from out of the pack came a 
most unexpected challenge. Henri Bletry’s 
Aglae Grace, a 35-to-1 outsider ridden by 
L. Flavien, made her charge within the 
last hundred yards and beat the Boussac 
filly by a neck. Heads apart in the. stir- 
ring finish were Corejada, second. Ain EI 
Chams. third. and La Brigantine, fourth, 
and the next two, Diana and Blue Kiss, 
were behind the fourth by margins of less 
than a length. 

After the race, N. E. Marot. able young 
French writer, reported that Corejada 
(Pharis—Tourzima, by Tourbillon) had 
suffered interference in the hard-fought 
stretch battle. She returned from the race, 
he said, with enough bruises and cuts on 
her legs to keep her out of action for 
some time. Several others in the big field 


suffered misfortune—to the extent that 
Marot likened the race to a game of 
rugby.

Mrs. Bryce, who had 
crossed the Atlantic to see the colt run, 
thought she had a very good one. “I 
hope,” she said, “he proves as good as 
*Miss Grillo, who . . . is the best race 
horse I have ever owned.” Big Dipper had 
won the Norfolk Stakes at Newmarket in 
his second start. 

The 214-mile Ascot Stakes was won by 
Harry Blagrave’s French-bred Honorable 
2nd (Vatello—Point Pleasant), which 
caught the Cesarewitch winner Stratspey 
and beat him in the last hundred yards. 
The Gold Vase went to Baron de Wald- 
ner’s 4-year-old Fastlad (Fastnet—Fille 


d’Amour), which came with a rush at the 
end to nose out Sir Humphrey de Traf- 
ford’s Rainfall, with Consternation third. 
It was the only victory of the meeting for a 
horse bred, owned, and trained in France. 

The One Thousand Guineas winner 
Palestine had an easy five-length victory 
over Rising Flame in the mile St. James’s 
Palace Stakes. The Duchess of Norfolk’s 
20-to-l outsider Garrick (ch. ¢., 3. by 
Wyndham—Honest Penny, by Fair Trial) 
won the Queen Anne Stakes, a sprinting 
test, with the Irish One Thousand Guineas 
winner Princess Trudy in second place.

Basil Duke McManus, 78. died at Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio. on June 6. Mr. McManus 
was born at Stamping Ground, in central 
Kentucky. where his father was a farmer 
and a dealer in draft horses.

Don Ismael, bred by the successful Mexican 


breeder, Carlos Gomez, was probably foaled at the 
Gomez farm, located just a few minute’s drive 
out of Mexico City. The establishment comprises 
only 25 acres but is one of the most successful 
in the country. The foaling date of Don Ismael 
is not in THe Broop-Horse records. Nedayr, the 
sire of Don Ismael, stands at the Gomez at a fee 
of 3,000 pesos (nearly $350). Mares due to foal 
to his cover in 1950 included Mr. Gomez's good 
race mare Torcasita. Last year it was planned to 
breed the Mexican Triple Crown winner Re-Torta 
to him in 1950, if she were retired from racing 
in time for the 1950 breeding season. 

By winning the Derby Mexicano Don Ismael, 
owned by Mr. Gomez, Cuadra San Luis, thwarted 
Triple Crown ambitions for the filly La Chamiza. 
This filly, owned by J. Yazbeck (see below) won 
the Stakes Jockey Club Mexicano and the Gran 
Premio Nacional, the first two legs of the classic 
trio. However, the increased distance proved too 
much for the filly. 


Last year at two, Don Ismael won three races 
and was in the money five times in eight starts 
This year, his principal competition has been from 
Rancho Sierra Hermosa’s Jalisco and La Chamiza. 
In January he exchanged allowance wins with 
Jalisco, and then beat La Valentina, with Jalisco 
third, on January 29. In the Gran Premio Nacional, 
he was second to La Chamiza. In his next start, 
the Derby Mexicano, at 1% miles, Don Ismael 
raced far back at the start, but got up in time 
to win by a neck over Jalisco. Jalisco also came 
from far back, but he failed to catch the winner 
in time. La Chamiza was weil rated within striking 
distance all the way, but failed to advance. Don 
Ismael is the second stakes winner of 1950 for his 
sire Nedayr. The other is Martucha, winner of 
the Classico Malinche.

Nell K. carried top weight of 126 pounds in the 
Top Flight Handicap, ber third stakes win of the 
season. Previously this year the 4-year-old daugh- 
ter of Crowfoot won the Palm Beach Handicap 
and the Colonial Handicap. In the Top Flight she 
gave a pound to Foxcatcher Farm’s Gaffery, and 
17 to Greentree Stable’s Night Game, at the oppo- 
site end of the scale. 

After defeating Tall Weeds, Alablue, and Fight- 
ing Fan in the Colonial Handicap, on April 29, 
Nell K. started in the six-furlong Toboggan Handi- 
cap, and was third, beaten by Piet and Olympia.

Sea Elf did 
not get in foal this year from a ninth-day breed- 
ing, and it was decided to rest her and breed her 
to Crowfoot in 1951.

Royal Blood, foaled April 22, 1945, at E. E. 
Dale Shaffer’s Coldstream Farm, Lexington, was 
sold as a yearling to Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham 
for $50,000. Only one other yearling in the 1946 
Keeneland Summer Sales brought more, and that 
was Speculation, for which Norman W. Church 
paid $65,000. Royal Blood is the first stakes win- 
ner for Mr. Shaffer’s stallion Coldstream this year. 
Spotted Beauty, the dam of Royal Blood, had a 
colt by *Goya 2nd in 1949, but the foal died of 
a ruptured bladder 10 days after it was foaled. 
She was bred to Bull Lea, and foaled a colt by 
him on April 19, 1950. She was bred to *Nirgal 
this year. 

Royal Blood, Spotted Beauty's first foal, won 
the Dover Stakes at two, and the Jamaica Handi- 
cap at three. His only stakes win last year was 
the Princeton Handicap, which he won by five 
lengths from Carrara Marble, another son of Cold- 
stream. His time, 1:10%5 for six furlongs, was 
two-fifths slower than the track record, and was 
a new record time for the Princeton. 


Before winning the Wilmington Handicap this 
year, Royal Blood made four starts, all at six 
furlongs. In his first, at Santa Anita Park on 
January 26, he was fourth behind *Miche, Cita- 
tion, and Huon Kid. In his next start, about two 
weeks later, he ran second to My Request. He then 
was shipped to Jamaica, and was third in an 
overnight handicap. His first stakes start of the 
vear was in the Camden Handicap on May 13. 
He was unplaced behind Olympia. 

In the Wilmingion Handicap, Royal Blood dupli- 
cated his performance in the Princeton Handicap 
the year before: He took an early lead. and won 
easily by four lengths. Little Harp, the second 
horse in the race, was half a length in front of

The Roseben Handicap was the second stakes 
in succession for the speedy Olympia. In his first 
start of the year, the San Pasqual Handicap at 
Santa Anita Park, on January 7, he was seventh 
in a field headed by Solidarity, *Noor, and Pon- 
der. The distance was 1,\; miles. About two weeks 
later, over the same course, he was seventh in a 
handicap won by Old Rockport, with Bolero  sec- 
ond, and Curandero third. After that he was 
shipped East. His first start at Jamaica was the 
Paumonok Handicap, which he won by a length 
and a quarter. He was second in the Excelsior 
Handicap. third in the Jamaica Handicap, and 
second in the Toboggan Handicap before he re- 
turned to the winner’s circle in the Camden Han- 
dicap. In the Camden, he won as he pleased, by 
114 lengths, defeating Danherst, Hash Night, and 
Faraway. 

But in the Roseben. the son of *Heliopolis car- 
ried 130 pounds, and faced opposition through- 
out the race. Less than two lengths separated the 
first four horses at the finish of the three-quar- 
ter-mile Widener course sprint. Olympia went to 
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the front at the start, as he has done in all his 
winning races this year. He led the pack by a 
head for the first half-mile, and then was dis- 
placed by Greentree Stable’s Wine List. Wine List 
led by half a length at this point, but Olympia 
came back and managed to win by a neck over 
the Greentree colt. Royal Governor came from 
Jast, and was going strong at the finish, but he 
missed catching the two leaders by a length. The 
time of the race was 1:09, four-fifths slower than 
the course record. 

Olympia gave eight to 23 pounds actual weight 
to his opponents in the Roseben Handicap. By 
the scale, he gave weight which varied from 
four pounds (to Myrtle Charm) to 25 pounds (to 
Up Beat). Rippey was the only winner of the 
Roseben Handicap to carry a greater weight. He 
carried 135 pounds to victory in the 1948 re- 
newal of the race. 

The race was the second start of the year, and 
the second since 1948 for Maine Chance Farm’s 
1948 champion filly Myrtle Charm, which was 
turned out at Spendthrift Farm during 1949. The 
filly was with the leaders in the early part of the 
race, but did not move to the front.

After 
winning the Havre de Grace Breeders’ Stakes in 
her second start, Family was seventh in her next 
race, an allowance affair won by Questor. She 
made one more start before winning the Pimlico 
Breeders’ Stakes: she was third in another allow- 
ance race, wen by Stag. 

In the Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes, Family took 
the lead at the start, and except for being momen- 
tarily second to Direct Time on the turn, she led 
all the way to win by two lengths. 

Shortly after Family won the Havre de Grace 
Breeders’ Stakes, this magazine reported that the 
filly had been so named because her dam had died 
shortly after she was bern, and raising the foal 
on a bottle became a Crismer family affair, en- 
gaging all hands. 

This was only partly correct, it turned out. 
Time Her, the dam, did die as reported, and Fam- 
ily was fed with a bottle, particularly by June 
Marie, Mr. Crismer’s ll-year-old) daughter. But 
the name Family was derived from the cireum- 


stance that the filly was foaled on Easter Sunday 
in 1948, which happened to be the occasion of a 
Crismer family reunion.
